Held Without Bail 


KILLING OF ANNIE MEL1NS 


Voung Greek Accused of the Crime 


Denies Story Told by His Companion 


on Fatal Night and Says He Will 
Tell the Truth In Court—Both Told 
of Murder Before the Woman's Body 
Was Found 


Cambridge, Mass., April 
5.—Ve- 


hemently declaring his innocence of 
the charge of murdering Annie Mullins 
a year ago, Dioisios Spiropoulos, alias 
James Manter, the Manchester, 
N. 


H., barber, and his companion and 
accuser, Peter Delorey, were brought 
Into the district court and bound over 
without bail for a hearing on April 13, 
after which they were photographed 
and measured and then locked up in 
the county jail. 


It is possible that the grand jury, 


•which has a. special session today, 
may consider what up to Friday night 
was one of the most mysterious mur- 
ders which, has taken place in Middle- 
sex county for many years. 


The legal proceedings, instituted as 


the result of Delorey's announced con- 
Session Friday night, in which he ad- 
mitted that he was with Spiropolous 
when they enticed the Cambridge do- 
mestic into the field,- where he said 
the Greek killed her, inoved swiftly, 
the two young men, boyish in appear- 
ance, being shackled at the police sta- 
tion, taken into court, -then to head- 
quarters and finely closing their own 
activities for the day when their cell 
doors closed on them in the jail. 


Both were represented in court by 


counsel, but Judge Almy refused to let 
either plead to the grim charge, and 
remanded them until April 13. At the 
police headquarters, while the meas- 
urements were being 
made, 
Spiro- 


poulos became excited and repeatedly 
declared that he did not kill the wom- 
an, that he knew nothing of it, and 
that he would tell the truth in court 
through a Greek interpreted. 


Delorey's father and sisters were 


present Curing the court proceedings 
and spent a short time in the police 
headquarters. 
They seemed much 


agitated over the 
situation of the 


young man. 


The police tried 
hard to 
obtain 


something from the Greek, but he re- 
fused to say anything except to de- 
clare his innocence. 


It developed that the two young men 


•went to Billerica early in the morning 
of the day the body of Miss'Mullms 
was discovered, and three hours be- 
fore it was found they told Delorey's 
aunt that a murder had been commit- 
ted. 
It was stated that it was this 


clew which resulted in their arrest.

GREAT SYSTEM OF ROADS FOR 


THl'S STATE. 


Concord, N. H., 
April 
5.—The 


roads movement in New Hampshire 
made a. long stride in advonce 
in 


the Legislature last week, when the 
appropriation committee reported fav- 
-orably, wiTh amendments, the Bar- 
ron trunk line bill. 
The committee 


has amended 
the bill by 
providing 


that not exceeding $250,000 in bonds 
shall be issued each year, and has al- 
so ext.endeded the northerly terminal 
of the east and west roads in order 
to take in more of the north country 
so culled. 


The 
amendment 
restricting the 


amount of bonds to be issued 
each 


year will not materially change the 
system 
that 
would probably 
be 


adopted by the Governor and council 
in the expenditure of money, as 
it 


•is probable that the work would in 
all events have extended over a per- 
iod of four years in order to enable 
towns and cities through which 
the 


trunk lines would pass to subscribe 
to their portion of the expenditures 
with out the embarrassment of rais- 
ing a large amount of money in any 
one year. 


The amendment recommended by 


the appropriation committee relative 
to the routes of the trunk lines ap- 
ply largely to the northerly end of 
the state. 
The east read, called the 


Crawford notch road in the original 
bill, but now to be called the East 
side road, is the same as previously

BIECHAXISM OF SMILING. ' 


IVIioroin We Differ from Animals In 


Practicing This Art. 


Smiling has been studied from a 


physical standpoint by George Du- 
TT.«B, a French physiologist, says the 
New York World. M. Dumas pro- 
duced artificial smilcn by applying an 
electric current to the nerves under 
the lobe of the ear. 


"The muscles concerned in smil- 


ing wore made to contract, and the 
opposing muscles 
remained 
quies- 


cent, but the action of the members 
of the smiling group was unequal, so 
that 
the 
experimenter 
obtained 


seemed to indicate grief rather than 
joy. 
particularly sinco the contrac- 


tion around the eye exceeded thai 
around the mouth. Nevertheless, ho 
considers the result a triumph for 
his theory, and exhibits with pride a 
photograph of a 'unilateral smile' 
caused by electric excitation cf only 
one side of ihe face." 


He says a smile may appear with- 


out any psychologic excitation and In 
itself has no expressive value. "And 
man," he says, "has formed the habit 
of associating the muscular sensa- 
tions and the sight of these move- 
ments with an agreeable Impression, 
so that he regards them as a -sign 
expressive of this state of pleasure. 
To manifest It he has formed, by 
association, the habit of smiling and 
of considering the smile of others as 
an evidence of their satisfaction. 


We have learned to smile in differ- 


ent, ways to indicate irony, indulg- 
ence, etc., and the accentuation of 
the movements of different muscles 
has assumed the same value as a 
shrug of the shoulders, the raising of 
the head or the pronunciation of 
certain syllables or words. It is thus 
that psychologic progress has made 
cf the smile a keyboard on which we 
play with more or less skill. 


""The Oriental, especially the Jap- 


anese, always smiles out of polite- 
ness, even when he is sad; because it 
is a social: fault to sadden a stranger. 
He has reached the maximum of self- 
mastery and, in a sense, a superior 
state of psychologic progress and of 
civilization." 


M. Dumas says animals do not 


smile with their, faces because their 
facial muscles are not, as in man, the 
most mobile. Those of his tail are a 
(Jog's most mobile muscles, there- 
fore 'he smiles' by moving his tail, 
and this movement has a tendency, 
even in his case, to become a real 
gesture. 
Cats also smile with the 


tail, and perhaps also birds; the 
erectile muscles of the feathers and 
tail are, with the magpie for in- 
stance, real smiling muscles." 


DEAPKBSS IN STAMMERERS. 


Elocution Teacher Says tlio One Ail- 


ment Accompanies the Other. 
A woman elocution teacher has de- 


veloped an interesting theory con- 
rornlng the more or less common 
affliction of stammering. This, she 
claims Is due, not to the enlarged 
palate, defect in certain muecles and 
other causes to which physicians and 
specialists usually attribute it, but 
simply 
and 
entirely 
to incorrect 


breathing.

engagements," she says, "1

come into contact with a large num- 
ber of persons afflicted either slightly 
o:1 to a distressing degree with stam- 
ip.i-rlni;.

In fact, every stam- 
merer may consider himself, unless 
cured within a reasonable time, az a 
sura victim of ths dreaded deafness. 
He uses the vocal, apparatus Incor- 
rectly and loss of hearing is the al- 
most inevitable penalty.* 


"Iilost of the subjects examined In 


ir.y experiments wcro mea, for the 
si..:;>Ie rcaso;i, I suppose, that men 
stammerers are to the \vomsa af- 
flicted in (.Ills way in the proportion 
of fifty to one, if not more. Women 
do, of course, stammer, but few and 
usually in loss serious cases than 
thosa of the men."
